It  would  be  presumption  in  me  to  scruti- 
nize too  closelyj  the  failures  in  other  ministers; 
but  as  to  my  ^>w»  I have  some  definite  con- 
victions, whictf  l am  quite  willing  to  slate  for 

the  benefit  of  others. 

I.  The  pulpit  itself,  judging  from  my  own 
experience,  is  greatly  in  our  way.  Why 
should  a minister  alqtie  of  all  public  speakers, 
be  required  to  fleud  his  .cause  from  a wooden 
box  ? The  tbi^g'is juirfly  conventional,  hav- 
ing no  authority  in  Scripture  or  in  common 
sense.  It  hadfits  oiign  In  a decadent  period 

\r  when  the  clergyman,  being  regarded  as  asu- 
perior^eing,  climbed  to  his  perch  on  the  pil- 
lar of  the  catheljal,  from  which,  fenced  abont 
for  personal  socuiity,  he  addre-sed  bis  con- 
gregation like  Lratfgel  leaning  from,  a bal- 
cony. Since  then  he  has  come  down  to  his 
proper  level  ai  a man  among  men;  bnt  the 
Jence  remains.  tjt  stands  for  nothing  that  is 
nee  ssary  or  hdlpful,  and  should  be  allowed, 
with  all  sunilariJurpediments,  to  pass  into  in- 
ocuous  desuet  u«i'.  . 

II.  Ike  maritisi rift  is  another  hindrance. 
If  it  be  said  that  'many  ministers  use  the 

• manusc  ript  with  great  acceptance,  it  is  safe 
to  affir  n that  they  would  do  much  better 
without  'it;  A non  who.  can  do  good  woik 
whi'e  dragging, a ball  arid  chain  is  presuma- 
bly capable  of  doing. better  things. 

III.  Ah  indecent  preacher  is  foredoomed 

to  failure.  , A Written  seimon  must  be  pre-? 
pared  with;  infinite  care;  much  more  a sermon 
which  is  td  be  delivered  without  manuscript. 
Extempore  pro.iching  has  been  justly  called 
"extrnmpery  | There  never  was  a time 
when  congreg^t'bjis  were  so  exacting  as  now. 
The  sermon  is  brought  into  comparison  and 
competition  with  the  best  work  of  the  learned 
prof,  ssiodk  1 

IV.  T%e  dictionary  is  ahotber  of  our  stu- 
bting-blocjks.  ‘ We  are  looking  up  words  and 
elaborating  phrases  and  sund  papering  the 
corners  of  periods  i when  we  ought  to  be  pon- 
dering our  message  from  God.  The  average 
heater  is,  I believe,  tired  o^  listening,  to  dis- 
plays of  theological  rhetoric.  Life  is  too 
strenuous  in  these  times  forjhat  sort  of  thing. 
The  people  who  caine  to  church  want  to  hear 
the  preacher  say  something,  say  it  without 
euphuism  or  circumlocqtion,  and  say  it  forth- 
with as  if  he  me^ns  it.  We  use  too  much 
pumice  stone  and  too  little  whet  stone.  More 
preachers  die  of  elegant  prolixity  than  of  any 
thing  el  e.  While  we  are  delivering  beauti-  1 
ful  tssaysou  the  delicate  shades  of  non-essen- 
tial truth  our  congregations  slip  away  from 
ns.  They  feel  as  the  old  woman  did,  who, 
retiring  from  a tedious  discourse  op  the  proph- 
ets, heard  the  minister  say,  “And  now,  be- 
loved, we  Come  to  the  miuor  prophets.  What 
place  shall  Ma'acbi  have?”  She  looked 
back,  as  she  opened  the  door,  sayjng,  “Mai- 
achi  can  have  my  place.”  And  why  not  ? 
Who  shall  blame  the  people  for  retiring  if 
they  come  to  church  for  a message  from  Al- 
mighty God,  and  get  a mellifluous  disquisi- 
tion on  a millet  s ed  ? There  is  a vast  differ-  \ 
ence  between  “th?  foolishness  of  preaching”  { 
and  the  preaching  of  foolishness.  While  we 
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are  attenunating  truth  ind  elaborating  phta- 
jses,  the  people  are  famishing  for  the  g spcl. 

“Water,  water  everywhere, 

And  all  the  boards  did  shrink 
Water,  wateit  every  where,  i ; 

And  not  a droptijj  drihk." 

V.  Dulness  in  the  pi/lpit  is  an  unpaidon- 
able  sin.  A man  witb|  a message  from  the 
King  of  kings  has  no  busiptss  to  be  dull. 
Alexander  Pope  finding  himself  shut  up  in 
church  with  a monotonous  preacher,  wrote  on 
the  fly-leaf  of  a prayerbook. 

“I- whisper,  Orailions  Opd, 

What  have  I done  to  merit  such  a rod: 

That  all  this  shot  ( /dullness  now  should  lie 
From  this  thy  blupderb/issjijlischarge  on  me?” 

One  reason  why  we  arej  ofren  uninteresting 
is  because  we  try  to  b^j  profound.  Truth  is 
simple.  Profundity  is  mud.  The  mail  who 
understands  his  thought  will  find  no  difficul- 
ty in  conveying  it.  The  sermons  of  J»sus 
were  masterpieces  of  i c/eametss.  He  was,  a 
philosopher,  but  avoided  the  terminology  of 
the  schools.  He  was  nev$f  dull.  His  ser- 
mons were  plain  preseutatfons  of  important 
truth,  illuminated  by  frequent  references  to 
common  life,  arrows  from  the  quiver  of  a 
great  heart  aimed  at  the  heaits  of  men. 

VI.  An  air  of  uncertainty  is  fatal  to  a 

minister’s  ultimate  success,  j He  is  commis- 
sioned to  set  forth  that  which  his  eyes 
have  seen  and  his  hands  bajve  handled  of  the 
Woid  of  life.  If  he  has  no  convictions,,  he 
would  better  step  down  and  out.  The  world 
has  had  enough  of  doubts  and  speculations, 
it  is  weary  of  “if’s”  and  “fe  hapsea.”  One 
reason  why  the  common  people  heard  Christ 
glfidly  was  because  he  taught  as  one  having 
authority.  Our  commission  rests  on  his  “ver- 
ily. verily.”  Goethe  once  wrote  to  a friend, 
“If  you  have  any  definite  beliefs,  let  me  hear 
them;  but  in  God’s  name  say  no  more  of  your 
doubts;  I have  enough  of  my  own.”  We  be- 
lieve in  God  immortality,  sin  and  the  atone- 
ment of  Christ;  let  os  plant  ourselves  on  th«jse 
and  the  people  will  hear  ujt.  The  average 
man  comes  to  church  because  he  wants  to 
bear  something  about  the  eternal  verities; 
and  be  will  not  return  habitually  to  a banquet 
of  husks.  “I/”  is  like  a crick  in  a pitcher, 
the  pitcher  may  look  well,  but,  inasmuch  asX 
it  bolds  no  water,  the  thirsty  do  not  care  for 
it.  ] j 

VII.  Moreover,  we  are  too  sensational.  It 
is  folly  to  undertake  to  recapture  a lost  emi- 
gre gation  by  putting  in  a hmidy-guidy.  The 
people  do  not  go  to  church  to  hear  music  and 
see  pictures,  but  to  hear  the  gospel  ot  Christ. 
The  pastor  who  turns  his  ch/irch  service  into 
an  entertainment  is  running  a stern  chase  with 
other  entertainers  who  can  always  furnish  a 
better  show  for  less  money.  Our  coign  of 
vantage  is  the  presentation  of  the  gosjiel  We 
have  that  field  to  ourselves,  and  it  is  quite 
large  enough  for  the  best  of  ns.  The  old  truths 
of  the  gospel  are  always  new  and  attractive, 
if  set  foith  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit.  And 
we  preach  successfully  ouly  when  we  preach 
under  the  power  of  the  Spirit  of  God.— Ob- 


Kemoving  Hats  in  Church. 

Dhar  Emily  Holden;  Those  who  know 
say  that  it  is  now  a quite  general  custom  for 
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women  to  remove  their  bats  at  the  opera  and 
theatre.  There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason 
\*hy  the  same  custom  should  not  pievail  in  our 
churches.  EVery  one  knows  how  annoying  it 
M to  have  a tpp-b|eavy,  wide-spreading  struct- 
Ure  of  flowers,  fei.thers,  ribbons  or  laces  inter 
posed  between  one's  eyes  and  the  face  of  the 
preacher.  The  head  of  the  wearer  would  not 
usually  interfere  with  the  lire  of  the  vision 
bfit  the  halt  l4— even  a tall  man  is  at  a disad- 
vantage behind  it,  while  to  the  person  of 
average  height  t tie  minister  is  simply  "lost 
to  sight,”  hofvev  tr  much  "to  memory  dear  ” ! 

Already  ip  a number  of  churches,  the 
women  folk  have  adopted  the  custom  of  re- 
moving the  obstructive  head-gear  at  the 
church  sertMcfs.  A few  weeks  ago  the  wom- 
en of  the  Tabernacle  Baptitt  church  of  Utica, 
N.  Y.,  introducitd  the  innovation,  and  soon 
afterward  tpe  members  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  So- 
ciety of  the  First  church  of  Cortland  voted 
unanimously  j to  follow  the  Utican  example, 
and  report  slys  that  at  the  morning  service 
on  Sunday,  Jpne  4,  hats  were  quite  generally 
removed. 

So  long  as  hajs  are  what  they  are,  enor- j 
mfous  creations  filling  a wide  space  in  the 
sight  line,  and  the  human  eye  has  not  yet  at- 
tained the  penetrating  power  of  the  Rontgen 
rays,  it  would  be  well  if,  for  the  comfort  of 
worshipers,  who  need  to  see  as  well  as  heir 
ip  order  to  fpllow  the  service  intelligently, 
the  removal  of  the  feminine  hatjcould  become 
general.  Perhpps  no  reverent  pastor  of  to-day 
would  care  to. emulate  his  brother  of  old  time 
by  preabhing  from  the  distorted  text,  “Top 
knot,  come  40wb.”  but  in  most  cases,  no 
doubt,  a gentle  hint  from  the  pulpit  would

The 
contractor  said  the  Building  Committee  had 
m£t  all  the  r obligations  in  every  way  with 
bifn.

The  keys  were  then  turned  over  to  the  dea- 
cons,  and  the  church  dedicated  to  God  in  sol- 
emn prayer.  The  house  cost  about  $L5°° 
and  will  seat  some  400  persons.

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Conservatism  and  Coma.

An  English  wit  tells  of  a man  who,  being 
applied  to  by  a corn  doctor,  refused  to  offer 
to  have  his  corns  removed,  exclaiming: 
“What,!  them  twenty  years?” 

Here  is  one  kind  of  conservatism  for  .you. 
And  it  is  the  kind  very  much  laudtd  by  many 
whose  thinking, is  only  in  the  bark  of  things. 
Conservatism  may  or  may  not  be  good.  Corns 
gain  no  value  by  their  age.  They  are  a kind 
of  belonging  not  desirable,  and  the  longer  one 
has  them  the  le<s  use  he  finejs  for  them.  A 
man  of  ordinary  judgment  kill  be  ready  to 
part  with  this  kind  of  prope|ty  on  short  no- 
tice, and  pay  something  for  {he  privilege. 

Nevertheless  Douglass  Geerold’s  conserva- 
tist  has  many  close  kinspeoplp  in  America,  as 
no  doubt  in  England.  They  cling  to  what 
gives  them  trouble  for  no  be|tcr  reason  than 
that  they  are  used  to  the  thinjg  that  way. 

Spurgeon  tells  us  of  the  gfreat  trouble  he 
had  to  get  a grotesque,  high  and  thoroughly 
unholy  pulpit  removed  and  a sensible  one  put 
in  its  place,  all  because  the  nonsensical  one 
had  been  there  a long  time.  Dr.  Gillhad  occu- 
pied it.  It  was  associated  with  his  fong  minis- 
try. Why  should  it  be  removed?  Itcounjedfor 
nothing,  that  for  real  preaching,  it  was  whol- 
ly unsuited.  It  was  a corn  not  to  be  sacri- 
ficed to  comfort  or  sense.  I have  myself  had 
a similar  experience  with  a pulpit,  and  only 
succeeded  in  removing  the  old  one  by  prom- 
ising to  use  the  material  in  i{  to  make  a new 
one. 

Not  a few  churches  hold  oh  to  a set  of  old 
leaders,  deacons  and  others,  (after  they  have 
long  been  a burden  on  every  member  of  the 
church.  Theseieffete  leaders Sare  most  known 
as  not  leading.  Like  veritable  corns,  they 
locate  themselves  on  the  bodjy,  and  make  it 
very  uncomfortable  if  they  are  rubbed.  They 
are  like  corns  in  that  they  are  excrescences. 
They  have  no  vitality  in  themselves.  They 
add  nothing  to  the  strength  of  the  body;,  but 
they  wont  put  up  with  any  pressure.  Their 
whole  foice  lies  in  making  uttcomfot table 
when  not  let  alone. 

A man  with  corns  on  his  feet  very  soon 
learns  the  value  of  room  for  them.  He  never 
fails  in  buying  shots  to  remember  his  corns. 
He  makes  ample  provision  for  them,  not  be- 
cause he  loves  them,  but  because  he  will 
hear  from  them  if  he  does  not  give  them 
plenty  of  room,  and  let  them  have  due  prom- 
inence. They  will  retaliate  without  mercy 
if  any  repression  is  used.  t 

It  is  even  si  with  some  old  men  in  the 
churches.  Hard  and  horny,  without  tender- 
mss  or  consideration  for  others,  they  occupy 
chief  seats,  and  have  their  way  for  no  other 
reason  than  that  the  people  dread  to  touch 
them.  They  can  turn  the  pleasantest  occasion 
into  a terror  and  they  will  do  it  remorselessly 
if  they  are  rubbed  the  wrong  way.  People 
put  up  with  them  for  no  other  reason  than 
that  it  is  troublesome  to  do  anything  against 
their  wishes.  These  excrescences,  like  corns, 
ire  erupt  their  places,  and  serve  notice  that 
whenever  they  are  crowded  there  will  be  a 
tow  in  their  neighborhood. 

In  many  churches  these  disagreeable,  not 
leaders,  but  $etters  are  permitted  to  annoy 
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and  pain  the  church  for  no  better  reason  than 
the  Englishman  refused  to  have  his  corns  re- 
moved. They  had  bren  there  a long  time. 
We  read  of  a knave  iir  the  Acts  who  con- 
trolled the  people  because  of  a long  time  he 
had  bewitched  them  with  his  tricks. 

Coming  back  to  conservatism,  let  the  ques- 
tion always  be  asked  whether  the  thing  to  be 
conserved  is  worth  having,  or  whether  a bet- 
ter thing  might  not  be  had  in  its  place.  Con- 
serving corns  is  a poor  business.  There  are 
some  other  things  not  worth  conserving.  The 
old  Latins  asked  a pregnant  question:  What 
good  ? What  |s  the  good  of  corns  ? If  none, 
then  let  them  go  by  the  best  means  at  hand. 
My  experience  with  them  is  that  you  can 
afford  to  swap  jhem  for  nothing  and  pay  boot. 
Equally  certain  is  it  that  many  churches  can 
afford  to  dispense  with  a so-called  leadership 
even  if,  at  the  cost  of  a temporary  tumult.  I 
have  seen  people  who  could  do  very  little  be- 
sides sit  up  and  nurse  a collection  of  corns 
which,  on  the  ^lightest  provocation,  put  their 
owner  on  a ratk  of  pain.  Without  adding 
a thing  to  the  force  or  happiness  of  the  body 
they  claim  special  attention,  and  gave  the  , 
owner  no  time  for  much  else  than  trying  to 
keep  them  from  making  trouble.  And  in 
scores  of  churches  the  whole  b >dy  is  occupied 
in  trying  to  keep  a few  useless  members  from 
destroying  the  happiness  of  all  the  other  mem- 
bers. 

My  deliberate  judgment  is  that  corns  are 
good  property  to  part  with  by  the  quickest 
and  easiest  way  possible,  no  matter  whether 
you  have  had  them  a week  or  twenty  years. 
They  do  not  improve  by  acquaintance,  and 
like  the  deadly  tongue,  no  man  can  tame 
them.  And  many  churches  can  well  afford 
to  patt  with  an  element  which  only  remains 
to  give  trouble  no  matter  how  old  or  how 
young  these  people  are.  The  Irishman,  who 
had  an  ailing  tooth  extracted,  and  remarked 
to  it  as  he  laid  it  aside,  “Now,  ache  as  much 
as  you  please/’  was  a philosopher  in  his 
way. 

Here  I drop  the  subject,  inviting  the  reader 
to  work  it  all  out  to  his  own  satisfaction,, only 
rema<kitig  that  conservatism  is  a good  thing 
if  the  thing  conserved  is  worth  the  trouble.

HOW  TO  ENJOY  GIVING.

Mrs  Burr  Mrs.  T homas  and  others  whom  we 
did  not  know. 

Pastor  Lipsey  of  Clinton  presented  in  a 
helpful  way  "A  Century  of  Baptist  For- 
eign Missions.”  He  said  that  Baptist  efforts 
had  produced  larger  results  in  conversions 
and  efficient  workers  than  those  of  any 
other  denomination.  The  speaker  said  that 
the  Spirit,  like  water,  moves  along  lines  of 
least  resistance.  Surely  the  Lord,  will  use 
for  the  advancement  of  his  cause  men  and 
women  who  yie  d to  his  truth  and  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Spirit.  Three  millions  of  heathens 
have  been  saved,  and  their  influence  gained, 
and  going  on  forever.

Bro.  W.  M.  Burr,  Greenville,  ipoke  on 
"How  to  Enjoy  Giving.”  He  first,  presented 
a very  fine ‘collation  of  Scripture  passages  on 
the  subject  of  giving.  Bro  Burr  believes 
God  calls  some  men  to  preach,  some  to  be 
deaeonli,  and  others  to  make  money,  and  that 
he  givjes  each  as  much  ability  as  he  wilt  use 
or  could  bear.

Bro.  H.  F.  Sproles  delivered  a very  clear 
and  strong  address  on  The  Distinctive  Baptist 
Principle.  The  speaker  asked,  What  right 
■have  Baptists  to  exist  ? What  differentiates 
Baptists  from  all  other  denominations  ? Com- 
prehensively stated,  it  is  obedience. 

R.  B,  Campbell  spoke  on  The  Principle  of 
Missionary  development.  He  said: 

"The  principle  of  missionary  development 
is  the  living  Christ  in  the  soul..  We  can't  ac- 
count for  the  life  of  Paul  without  believing  in 
the  risen  Christ — the  living  Christ,  manifested 
in  the  lives  of  his  servants.  j ' 

"The  great  heart  of  the  denomination  lias 
not  been  touched  with  a sense  of  the  world's 
need.  Our  people  must  be  made  to  realize 
that  the  duty  of  the  churches  is  to  preach 
Christ  to  the  world. 

"Our  preaching- must  be  more  practical  and 
personal. 

"I  have  no  fear  for  the  cause  in  China.  If 
imperial  Rome,  with  the  edicts  of  her  kings 
and  consorted  opposition  of  princes  and  skep- 
tics, could  not  suppress  the  religion  of  Christ, 
It  is  not  in  the  power  of  human  governments 
to  do  so  to-day.  Gamalie'ls  test  ‘ that  if  this 
work  be  of  men  it  will  come  to  naught,  ’ 
holds  good  today.  ”

Bro.  J.  R.  G.  Hewlett,  the  new  pastor  at 
Cleveland,  spoke  to  the edificcation  and  stim- 
lation  of  the  audience,  on  the  "Fidelity  of 
Baptists  to  the  Bible.”  He  quoted  the  Ency- 
clopedia Britanica,  which  testifies  that  ito 
1609  a Baptist  church  was  constitution  in 
Amsterdam,  which  held  the  identical  doctrines 
held  by  present  day  Baptists.

Conversion  of  Young  Children. 

The  importance  ojf  this  subject  is  sufficient 
warrant  for  inviting  attention  to  it.  Forty 
years  ago,  within  the  range  of  my  acquaint- 
ance, the  conversion  of  children  was  neither 
t xt  ccted  nonought  In  my  boyhood  I thought 
religion  exceedingly  desirable,  and  joyfully 
looked  to  the  time  w ren  I should  be  esteemed 
old  enough  to  b. come  a Christian  Parents 
then  were  careful  in  teaching  and  training 
their  children,  and  earnestly  prayed  for  their 
conversion,  but  did  not  expect  it  belorc  they 
had  passed  into  young  manhood  and  woman- 
hood 

A great  change  in  opinion  and  teaching  has 
taken  place  Now,  ujany  young  persons,  some 
of  them  mete  chjldnn,  are  brought  into  our 
churches.  Indeed,  the  conversion  of  pcfsousof 
mature  years  and  fixed  habits  is  seldom  expec- 
ted or  sought.  Sunday-schools  have  exefiised 
a gnat  influnce  in  changing  reutinunt  on  this 
subject.  They  have  drawn  attention  to  it, 
provoked  careful  examination,  and  it  has 
been  demonstrated  that  young  children  may 
be  the  subjects  of  renewing  grace  and  bring 
forth  fruits  of  righteousness.' 

The  duty  of  early  piety  is  clearly  enjoined  in 
the  Scripturesr  “Remember  now  thy  Creator 
in  the  days  of  thy  youth”  is  the  exhortation  of 
diviue  inspiration.  John  the  Baptist  was  sanc- 
tified from  his  birth,  and  his  whole  life  was 
an  examples  of  single  hearted  and  courageous 
devotion  to  God.  Timothy  was  wiifo  in  the 
Scriptures  unto  salvation,  having]  been  taught 
from  a child  by  his  mother  and  his  grand- 
mother, and  in  his  youth  he  had  the  faith 
which  dwelt  in  them. 

For  obvious  reasons  the  Scriptures  do  not 
fix  the  age  at  which  childien  may  become 
Christians.  They  have  different  capacities 
and  various  measures  of  information  and  op- 
portunity. Their  responsibility  is  in  propor- 
tion to  their  knowledge  and  advantage.  Some 
are  more  intelligent  and  therefore  under 
greater  obligation  at  the  age  twelve  than  oth- 
ers are  at  eighteen.  Indeed,  children  care- 
fully taught  and  trained  iu  the  home  and 
Sunday-school,  and  from  the  pulpit,  may  be 
more  mature  in  mind  and  have  far  more  knowl- 
edge of  divine  truth  at  the  age  of  eight  years 
than  many  persons  have  at  their  majority.  It 
is  the  duty  and  privilegy  ol  children  ‘to  be- 
come Christians  when  their  niiude  are  so  ma- 
ture and  enlightened  that  they  cau  under- 
stand the  fundamental  facts  and  precepts  and

promises  of  the  gospel,  and  accept  Jesus  as 
personal  Savior  and  Lord. 

Great  caution  as  well  as  great  earnestness 
should  be  exercised  in  the  religious  instruction 
of  children.  As  early  as  possible  they  should 
most  carefully  and  affectionately  be  taught  the 
existence  and  perfections  of  God;  their  depen- 
dence upon  him  and,  their  obligations  to  him; 
that  his  law  is  just  and  holy  and  good,  their 
sinfulness  and  guilt  and  need  of  salvation  ;the 
important  facts  about  Jesus  — his  birth, 
his  life,  his  death,  his  resurrection  and 
ascension,  and  his  willingness  and  ability  to 
save  unto  the  uttermost  all  who  come  unto 
God  by  him;  the  nature  and  duty  of  repen- 
tance and  f&ith  and  baptism  ; the  rich  bless- 
ings secured  by  trusting  in  him,  praying  to 
him  and  serving  him. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  teach  children  these 
truths  and  facts.  If  taught  them  in  simple, 
interesting  and  earnest  manner,  they  are  not 
only  willing  to  hear  them,  but  are  interested 
in  them  and  deeply  affected  try  them. 

Parents  and  teachers  should  neither  hasten 
hor  hinder  the  conversion  of  children.  , Their 
minds  are  open  and  their  hearts  are  tender, 
they  are  excitable  and  easily  influenced  by 
those  whom  they  love  and  in  whom  they  con- 
fide, and  great  evil  might  be  done  by  encour- 
aging them  to  confess  Christ  prematurely.  It 
is  a fact  that  many  of  them  have  been  dam- 
aged by  being  induced  to  accept  a transcient 
excitement  for  conversion,  and  to  make  an 
inconsiderate  profession  of  faith  in  Christ. 

But  there  is  danger,  and  scarcely  less,  on 
the  other  hand.  Children  have  often  been 
r.  strained  from  confessing  Christ  from  an  ap- 
prehension that  their  impressions  were  trans- 
cient, and  that  they  were  too  young  to  trust 
in  and  follow  him.  These  restraints  may  be 
well  meant,  and  yet  they  may  be  injurious. 
Children  who  might  have  intelligently  en- 
tered the  church  and  been  nurtured  ipto  vig- 
orous and  useful  Christians  have  been  left  to 
wander  without,  their  impressions  have  been 
weakened, their  hopes  almost  extinguished, and 
after  years  of  struggling  in  the  cold  and  dark- 
ness, hive  fcntered  the  fold  of  the  less  happy 
and  useful  than  otherwise  they  might  have 
been.

It  now  calls  for  twenty 
more  persons  to  go  as  missionaries  to  foreign 
fields.  For  this,  the  very  best  people  are 
wanted.  The  Board  asks  also  for  a large  in- 
crease of  contributions  for  the  work.  Last 
year  it  received  $140,102.30,  this  year  it  asks 
for  $2c)o,ooo.  Of  this  amount  Mississippi 
Baptists  are  expected  to  give  their  proportion- 
ate part.  Last  year  they  gave  $7,635.61. 

EXPRNSRS. 

Some  persons  oppose  Foreign  Missions  be- 
cause otf  the  expense  necessary  to  carry  it  on. 
Notice  then,  that  the  total  expenses  of  tbe  work 
for  the  year  just  past,  including  salaries,  room 
rent,  (ravel  of  secretaries,  tracts,  jnterest,  etc., 
was  only  8 5-7  cents  pn  the  dollar.  The  ex- 
pense of  collecting  in  the  State  has-been  less 
than  4 1-2  cent  on  the  dollar,  making  a total 
of  13  ija-k  cents  on  the  (dollar,  and  giving 
nearly  87  out  of  every  dollar  to  the  mission- 
aries.
